barracks in Kagran were occupied by components of the 13 th Gds hecz 
Div which didnot go to the Doellersheim troop training ground s * 

See on 9 July 1950, reported that 25X1 X 

the Trost Kaserne quartered components of the 24rth Gds **ecz ftegt of 
the 13th Gds Mecz Div and the Vagran barracks housed elements of the 
106th Ods dy Tk SP ftegt of the same division, 

Motor ve hicles of the 13th Gds Ifecz Div were usually observed in the 
garages, HHHHRHflHfliHI 

The components of the 13th Gds i^ecz Div from these installations had 
apparently not returned from the Doollershoin training grounds by 6 
October 1950 «
